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1. Leaders of the International Confederation of Free Tr-de Unions (ICFTU) 
have decided to coonerate closely with their governments in an effort 
to forestall conmunist action against the Nutval Defense Assistance 
Program (SDAP). The implementation of this decision was discussed at 
the meeting of the executive committee of the ICFTU in Brussels on 17 
and 18 January. 


2, The Belrian communist newspaper, Drapeau Rouge, published a resolution 
calling on docl: workers in Antwerp to refuse to unload “DAP material. 
An almost identical resolution appeared in the French communist news~ 
paper, Humanite, indicating cooperation between the BDelpian and French 
Cormunist Parties. Communist parties are calling on workers in arma- 
ment factories to walk out. 


3. The Federation Generale du Travail de Belgique (FGIB) published warnings 
to workers to beware of co munist activity. Another measure taken 
against the Communists at the ICFIU meeting was the decision to establish 
4n Drussels a Bureau of “dueation and Information which .111 function as 
goon -g the ICFTU offices rre est:blished in Brussels. 


h. The exeewbive committees of the ICFTU seemed confident that non-comaunist 
groups would be strong enough to counteract anti-LDAP activity.
